Mayor Hanson 
thought so, too, and he announced that even 
its abandonment would not restore union 
labor to the respect it once held in Seattle. 
Said the Mayor: “Without reason, without 
cause, our city was laid prostrate. Union 
labor must clean its house. Seattle may 
forgive, but it tannot forget.” Of’those who 
would have left the city without food, fuel 
or light and the hospitals without power of 
service, he said: “The employee of a pub- 
lic utility has no more right to strike than 
the surgeon has to lay down the knife and 
let the patient die.” ; 

Now the Seattle Mayor proposes to go 
before the State Legislature and demand 
the passage of a law which shall require 
every service employee to swear allegiance 
to the government above the claims of any 
organization or union and forbidding him | 
from leaving his duties without providing 
another man in his place. In the light of 
existing conditions it should be easy to se- 
cure such a law and its passage would break 
the backbone of the sympathetic strike, 
which is itself as defenseless as parricide. 

Now that the thinking men of the unions 
have regained their reason and resumed 
their work their misleaders announce that | 
they are satisfied—they have demonstrated 
the solidarity of organized labor. That is 
exactly what they have not demonstrated, 
and it is a hopeful sign to find it as {t Is. 
Solidarity of American labor cannot be car- 
ried to a point where it becomes criminal; 
where it violates its pledge of honor and 
places the red flag of Bolshevism above the 
Stars and Stripes of Its country. 

It is not real American Jabor that has 
fallen into disreputq at Seattle; but the 
anarchistic crusade of alien reds, begun in 
a community they expected to influence or 
intimidate, and under the eye of a friendly 
Mayor, has not panned out according to 
Plans.

OG ISLAND CAMOUFLAGE. 

“For, after all,” complacently observes 
the Philadelphia Ledger, “what Hog Island 
advertises is Philadelphia.” 

This sentence appears in a summing up 
of what the Ledger terms the unmatched 
achievements of the Hog Island shipyard in 
aiding to win the war. As Hog Island is a 
part of the Philadelphia waterfront it is but 
natural that the Ledger should view it in 
its best light. But to the rest of the country 
the record of the Hog Island shipyard has 
looked like a blot on our war record. More 
vessels were turned out from the San Pedro 
shipyards than from Hog Island and the 
cost to the government was not a thou- 
sandth part as great. It is an American 
habit to measure success or failure by the 
results obtained. 

The defense of Hog Island is unique. We 
are giving to the readers of The Times a 
sample of it to illustrate the extent to which 
hyperbole and extravagant phrase are some- 
times used to bolster up a weak case. .

STATE CONTROL 


Versus Federal Regulation And 
Ownership of Railways and 
Public Utilities. 


BY GEORGE I. COCHRAN. : 
The State of California is a corpo- 
ration which is represented by its 
Legislature and therefore its Legis- 


lature should jealously guard its pre- 


rogatives and be slow about pass- 
ing any resolutions in favor of Fed- 
eral ownership or regulation. The 
State of California possesses very 
valuable railway rights. It has a 
practical ownership in the railway 
prope 
nually 56% per cent. of their gross 
income, and this revenue makes up 
a large portion of the revenue of 
the State. 


The State, through the Railway” 


Commission, has great influence and 
power over these properties. It reg- 
ulates the rates they shall charge 
for service within the State, regu- 
lates the conduct of the business, 
extensions, and has in general a su- 
control over railway af- 
Now, considering these valuable 
Tights, California should carefully 
consider the question of transfer- 
ring such rights to. Washington. 
From the standpoint of the State it 
seemg to me very unwise to give up 
these privileges. It is a surrender 
of State rights which, if the people 


of the State fully understood, I don't | 


believe they would agree to, be- 
cause three million people are sur- 
rendering all their rights to one 
hundred and ten million, and hence 
would be a very small minority in 
the new control. , 

It is one of the desirable features 
of our republic that local affairs as 
far as possible should be left to local 
control, and surely the people of Cal- 
ifornia are in a better position to 


judge of what they want in connec-, 


tion with the conduct, extension, 
control, regulation and rates of their 
own railways than a.central author- 
ity in Washington; @fd I cannot un- 


| derstand why the people of this 


State would desire to relinquish 
these valuable privileges and val- 
uable income for any imaginary al- 
truistic ideas. Surely under the reg- 
ulation by the State the inhabitants 
of the State can have just as good a 
service as ff the regulation were 
transferred to Washington. 
ever a new depot is desired or a 
grade crossing is to be eliminated 
or an extension to be made or a 
rate to be considered the people of 
California will have to appear as 
suppliants before the national at- 
thority in ‘Washington and, Instead 
of being able to order what they 
wish done through their Railway 
Commission, will have to beg for it. 

If regulation and control is trans- 
ferred to Washington the surplus 
income derived from the operation 
of these properties in California may 
be used to make extensions for the 
benefit of the inhabitants of other 
States where the revenue possibly 
is. insufficient, and this will be an 
indirect tax upon all of us. If con- 
trol were transferred we will have 
to pay the same charges for rallway 
service as heretofore and will not 
receive the benefit of the rebate of 
5% per cent. per annum. 

The State of California must be 
supported, and if this. large income 
is diverted and relinquished, as it 
certainly will be if the Federal gov- 
ernment becomes the owner of the 
propesty, then the taxpayers of the 
State will be called upon to supply 
this deficiency and the net result 


would be that the State would give 


up its control of these properties, its 
interest In their gross reventie and 
would have to make up a large in- 
crease in taxation. 

The operation of the railways will 
become a Federal matter and the 


local interests will undoubtedly suf- 


fer. We have already had expert- 
ences along these lines during the 
past few months, but have borne 
with them on account of the war, but 
now that the war is over we all ex- 
pect the resumption of the efficient 
service which we had before. Dur 
ing the war much trein service has 
been eliminated, routing of freight 
has been made arbitrary, and also 
the routing of travel, and the answer 
to any local complaint has been, 
first, orders from Washington and, 
second, necessities of the war. Lo- 
cal self-government is one of the 
privileges of our republic, and local 
control of public utilities is also one 


of our privileges, and I don't like to, 


see it surren 

This issue has been confused, 
largely by the present public de- 
mand by certain classes, for gov- 
ernment ownership of public utili- 
ties, and if this ugitation were an 
agitation for State ownership of 
these State rallways there might be 
some foundation for the demand: 
but in agitating for Federal owner. 
ship the citizens of the State are 
losing sight of the practical fesue 
which concerns themselves. 

This same line of thought applies 
to the acquisition By Federal au- 
thorities of the telephones, tele 
graphs and express companies, and 
it seems to me that if the peopte 
of the State thoroughly understood 
the question they would very 
slow before they would make such 
a wholesale surrender and relin 
quishment of revenue and rights as 
some propose. 

There is another feature which 
appeals strongly to those who are 
anxious to maintain the democratic 
government of the United States, 
and that is, if such an enormous 
amount of patronage were placed in 
the power of any central govern-

The current issue of a well-known 
review published in New York says: 
“The year 1919 will be character- 
ized by gradually declining commod- 
ity prices, cautious buying of com- 
modities, limited output in many 
lines and lower average prices.” 

- This summarizes the situation in 
the local field. There h¥® been more 
or less talk of reduced food prices, 
but it has been difficult to pin this 
talk to anything very tangible.
